Temporary sccumalations of 
horse-menure should if possible 
be stored-in fly-proof pits, while 
Kitchen refuse should 
deposited in completely closed 
receptacles, into which it should 
be impossible for flies: to crawl. 
House-Fly. maggots, ‘like many 
other Dipteroue larvac, . sre 
tenscicus of life, end although 
they cin be killed, at any rate 
experimentally, by mixing with 
the manure or garbage in which 
they are feeding substances each 
aa chloride of lime or sulphate of 
iron in solution, thera- ate 
various practical difficulties in 
tke way of éuch methode. Io 
practice, therefore, the most 
important and effective means of 
preventing House-Flies from 
breeding is the -asyatematic 
removal, during the months from 
May to October inclasive, of all 
deposita of stable-manure and 
housebold dustbin or aebpit 
refase at least once 8 week.
